| We accept the principle of private property as fundimentel to any 
economic reorganization in Si Saivador. In a plan which pursues the universal 
prosperity of all Salvadorans certsin rectifications are neéespary to permit 
the development of the common interests but without affecting the Democratic 
rights which belong to ths property owner. We believe also that any dis- 
position of land to persons. who do not understand how to use it is destined 
to failure. 


_ The stete will give all ietfitis of euarantees to businesamen who desire 
to collaborate in the betterment of the country by creating new sources of 
work and wealth. The economic development of the country is the field for 
private-initiative. The state will insure investments and encourage 211 
undertakings necessary to. the national economy activating them on ite own, 
account when private initiative fails. to do s0, 


Every stimulus and aid shall be given to institutions For savings, 
insurence, and capitalization. 


- International commerce shall be as fred as is compatible with the 
development of national industry, but the state will give protection to

(The remainder of the program. consists mostly of lists.of points con- 
cerning the ways in which agriculture, stockraising, Water. system, mining, 
fishing, and various other activities may be developed. ‘The program also 
calls for-a reformed tax system and for a tax on real property, Under 
Education the most important point is compuleory schooling for 911 children 
involving @ tremendous expansion of 2811 educational facilities, Under 
Social Aspects the program would create a system of soeial insurance for 
industrial and farm workers, a labor code, and a minimam salary. The pro- 
gram would also expand the seni tary services and engage in campaigns against 
various diseases, The outline of the program concludes by stating that 
plans for Communications and for the Armed Forcea..have not been worked out. } 
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
